Americans, Englishmen, French- 
men and other foreigners residing in 
Manchukuo will, under the new order 
of things, no longer have the right 
fo be tried before thelr own courts, 
but will be passed on by tho Man- 
chukuan juridical regime. 

While this places them on the same 
basis as the Japanese, such {9 not the 
case with the new forclgn exchange 
control law which discriminates 
against foreign interests.’ 

Protest against its application has 
already been made by the British 
erusul-general on the grounds that it 
discriminates in favour of the Japan- 
ese and violates the principle of equal 
commercial opportunity for all, 

The United States consulate at 
Mukden has also protested against 
the appliicatlon of the new banking 
act to the Manchurian branches of 
the Nattonul City Bank of New York, 
under which quite a few foreign 
privileges are to be suppressed. 

‘The new foreign exchange control 
act follows tloscly the one put Into 
effect by Jupan last year, and gives 
the government: complete control over 
all importations by either granting 
or refusing to grant the neccessary 
foreign exchange with which to pay 
for them. 

However, an exception is made in 
the case of importations from Japan.

The Tatung-Puchow Railway south 
of Taiyuan was severed at eight dif- 
ferent points, thereby Isolating the 
Japanese forces along the railway 
towns. The cutting of the railway 
presnges Chinese counter-offensive 
from the cast and south, 
Sangulnary battles have been ray- 
ing south of Linfen for the post 
three days south of Linfen.

WATERFALL 


NEVER BEFORE SEEN 
BY WHITE MEN 


_ New York. 

In a skyscraper office high 
above Wall’ Strect, Mr. “Jimmy” 
Angell, the famous “American 
flier who has just returned to 
New York from Central” Ameri- 
ca, told me to-day about his dis- 
covery of the world’s highest 
waterfall in the heart of 
Venezuela, says a corrdspondent. 

I gave the first. details of the 
waterfall In The Daily Telegraph and 
Morning Post-in my messnge on 
Monday, when a letter was recelved 
from Mr, Angell. : 

Near the Brazilian frontier, Mr. 
Angell told me- recently, there 
stretches 400 miles of wilderness, 
inhablted only by a few scattercd 
tribes of semi-civilised Indians and 
virtually inaccessible except by 
aeroplane.

Two now blows have just been | 


delivered by the Manchukuan 
government to the already tot- 
tering Open Door policy in that 
country, according to a survey. of 
the Institute of Pacific Re- 
lations. 

r These are: ; 

1, Tho announcement by the 
primo minister of Manchukuo that 
it is the intention of the govern-, 
ment‘ to discontinue, all extra- 
territorial treatment formerly 
aranted to forelan residents in 
Manchukuo. ; 

2. Tho cnactment of a foreign 
contro! act which will enable the 
government to restrict lmmenscly 
the kmportation of goods from all 
countries except Japan. 

These two measures follow a list 
of several others all of which have 
had for their objective the curtailing 
of the open door. policy, Most im- 
portant of these to date was the 
creation of a state monopoly on oll 
products’ which forced all of the 
jarge forelga-owned oll companies out 
of Manchukuo, 

The significance of these measures, 
the Institute reports, is that while 
tending to close the open door in 
Manchukuo to other nations, they all 
work out favourably for Japan, * 

As a matter of fact, Japan opened 
the way for the announcement of 
the Maonchukuan prime minister that 
extra-territorial rights in the treat- 
ment of foreign nationals will be dis- 
continued by simming a treaty. with 
Manchukuo, which became effective 
Dec. 1, in which Japan voluntarily 
renounced her’ own, extra-territorial 
privileges, a :

In my view (writes Ronald T. 
Symond In the Daily Mail) this ex~ 
periment is of small importance in 
{ts relation to the general problems 
confronting county cricket.

The words of Admiral- Togo to the 
fiect: that stormed Port) Arthur in

Szechuan Men _

’ Hankow, Mar. 14, 

It is reported that the League 
of Nations medical experts, sent, 
to China to assist in crushing 
epidemics, _ are prepared to 
evacuate Sian. Railway author- 
ities said that Japanese artillery 
had been placed on the 300 feet 
Loess Heights at Fenglingtu, 
had fired over the Yellow River 
and demolished the station and 
railway sheds. - ; 

Trafic on the line had been 
previously. suspended, and passengers 
olighted a mile east of Tungkwan, 
boarded trucks and entrained for 
west Tungkwan, which, the authori- 
tiles slate, ig at present open to Sian.

The undeclared Sino-Japaneso war 
hos entered its ninth month, with 
fighting roging on six fron! hans, 
Pinghon, north Tsinpu, south Tsinpu, 
Wuhu and Cheklang. 
~ Reviewlng the result; of the  milt- 
tary adventure’-of Japan in China 
during the past cight months, the 
Army organ, Shun Pao, In a special 
article says that the invaders have 
mobilised one and a half million men, 
und spent fifty per cent, of their 
pence-time arms ond ammunition; 
600,000 men have been sent to the 
front, and a terrific toll of 200,000 
casualties hos been suffered. - 

Japan, in paying this tremendous 
price, hag not gained a decisive and 
quick victory ns she hod expected, 
the journal says. 

What is more, Japan's finances have 
become chaotic and Japan has found 
it necessary to gamble her natlonal 
economic resources and to draft the 
Mobilisation Law. 

While admitting that Japan hos 
occupied a large piece of Chinese 
territory and has accomplished a 
greater part of her continental policy, 
the paper asserts that the nominal 
Japanese domination of the four 
North-castern’ Provinces does not 
Japan has 
added much to her national wealth, 

Japan, the journal explains, cannot 
utilise the mineral riches of Chahar 
and Shansi as long as Chinese 
gucrillas are active, 

So long os the Japanese milltary 
operations ‘are not brought to a con~ 
clusion, these mobile units will con- 
tinue to exist to harass the Japanese 
in every way, 

The Shun Pao believes that the 
conquest craze of the Japanese mili- 
tarists will make for rash, desperate 
attempts and will launch another 
large scale onslaught against China. 

Before plunging herself into this, 
Japan may again resort to diplomatle 
and political manocuvres as a cumou- 
flage, the paper predicts, 

Meanwhile, 500,000 Japanese forces 
in Manchuria will be gradually trans- 
ferred to China. ; 

. The ‘Shun Pao In conclusion odds 
a note of warning. ‘If Japan fails in 
her final efforts'to bring China to her 
knees,’ Manchuria would be exposed 
to the milltary threat of Sovict Russia 
and Japan would, be facing Marshal 
Blucher's 1,000,000: Soviet troops of 
East Asin—Central News.

M. Bukharln, although he admitted 
full responsibility for crimes, for 
‘which “I deserve shooting ten times,” 
was the only one of the defendants to 
protest against the trial procedure. 
M. Buktorin accused M, Vishinsky, 
the Public Prosecutor, of introducing 
allegations not mentioned in the pre- 
liminary investigations. 


He then delivered a stirring appeal 
to the western intellectuals not to 
misunderstand Soviet conditions, de- 
claring that he had already confess- 
ed, and he expected adequate justice 
from the Soviet court. 


M. Yagoda, former head of the 
Ogpu, . also,reiterated his confession, 
but pleaded that his life be spared. 


In ao final appeal before the Judges, 
M. Rakovsky,. former Soviet Ambas- 
sador to London said his only regret 
was that Trotsky was not there to 
share {in the responsibility .for his 
“heinous crimes." 


TROTSKY CURSED 


Other defendants in their final 
speeches cursed Trotsky and Buk. 
harin, and asked that Bukharin should 
be given the severest penalty. They 
all said they confessed because they 
wanted ‘to help the Sovict Govern- 
ment to get rid of ifs enemics, and 
also they wanted it to serve ‘a5 a 
warning to their’ friends and 
followers, not under arrest, to ccase 
the struggle against the State. 


Among the 18 men sentenced to 
death were M. Yagoda, former chict 
of the Ogpu and former Commissar 
for Internal: Affairs, M, Bukharin, 
former editor of Izvestla, M. Grinko, 
‘Commissar. for Finance, M. Kres- 
tinsky, assistant Commissar for 
Forelgn Affairs, M. Rosengoltz, Com- 
missar for Foreign Trade, M. Rykov, 
successor to Lenin as Premier of the 
US.S.R., and one of the leaders in 
1929 and 1930 in developing a “Right 
opposition”, which led to his ex. 
pulsion from the political bureau, M. 


Chernov,‘ Commissar for: Agriculture, 


M. Ikramov, Secretary of the Com- 
munist Party, M. Grutshov, Secretary 
to M. Maxim Gorky, M. Shanghovich, 
President of the White Russian Re- 
public, M. Menzhiesky, successor to 
M. Yagoda as head of the secret 
police, M. Kuibeshov, Chairman’ of 
the State: Planning Commigston, Dr. 
Levin, head of the Kremlin Hospital, 
Dr, Kasakov, Director of the Institute 
for Facial Metabolism, and Dr. 
Maximov, one -of the Kremlin phy-
